AMERICAN TROOPS GUARDING 
21 CLOSED BANKING INSTITUTIONS 
IN JAPAN; UNDER INVESTIGATION 


Machinations of Great War-Built Financial Empire Under 
Investigation — Includes Some Which Served Em­ 
peror Hirohito and His Family. 


Gets Air* Medal

TOKYO, Oct. I 
The m achina­ 
tions of J a p a n 's great war-built fin­ 
ancial em pire were under investi­ 
gation today with American troops 
guarding 21 t lotted banking ilisti- 
(uturns including that which serv ­ 
ed Kmpeior Hirohito and his fa m ­ 
ily. 
Hen. Douglas MacArthur directed 
the closing of the iii big J a p finan­ 
cial institutions whose main p u r­ 
pose was to finance war activities 
spear he ading 
Japa nese 
expansion 
for a half century. 
The sudden closing of the hanks 
was the most crushing blow yet 
aimed at J a p a n ’s economic rulers 
and subsequent investigation may 
definitely link members of the great 
financial-industrial family combines 
with war crimes. 
Although the Bank of Japan, the 
Yokohama specie hank and the Hy- 
potheic hank were still operating, 
their affiliates which bundled war- 
machine financing were being liqui­ 
dated by the directive wUi< ii said 
there was “no longer any need for 
tile functions they filled." 
Liquidation will paralyze o p e ra ­ 
tions of J a p a n 's eight great finan­ 
cial families and they will lie hard-
